A method according to claim 19 wherein the polynier is selected from the group 
consisting of acrylic polymers, acrylic copolymers, metf^icrylic acid polymer, methacrylic acid 
copolymers, and polyvinyl acetate phthlate (PVAP).

A polymer complex for entakpping drug granules formed by the process of: 
combining at least one polymer having at least one carboxyl group and a drug in an aqueous 
alkaline solution or an organic solvent to form a mixture, said drug being insoluble in 
organic solvent, but sq/luble or suspendable in alkaline solutions and insoluble in aqueous 
acidic solutions; anc 

adjusting the pH of the mixture to an acidic pH to form entrapped drug granules. 




(New) 

A polymer-entrapped drug comprising: 
a drug that is insoluble in organic solvent, but soluble <fe suspendable in an alkaline solution and 

insoluble in aqueous acidic solutions;
